Cash can’t 
help crack 
cold cases 


Thirty years after her son 
was assaulted and killed in 
his home in rural Nova Sco¬ 
tia, Beulah Barkhouse’s be¬ 
lief that justice will be 
served is slowly fading. 

Like 60 other cases that 
have gone cold, the provin¬ 
cial government is offering 
up thousands for informa¬ 
tion leading to an arrest 
and conviction in her son’s 
death as part of its Rewards 
for Major Unsolved Crimes 
Program, believed to be the 
only of its kind in Canada. 

But of the 31 tips the 
program has received since 
it launched four years ago, 
none has led to an arrest 
and conviction. 

“I’m really not 
expecting (justice),” said 
Barkhouse, a 78-year-old 
widow who fives in East 
Dalhousie. 

Unlike Crime Stoppers, 
tipsters calling the Nova 
Scotia program’s toll-free 
fine are expected to 
provide their name and 
may be required to testify 
in court. Calls are also 
traced and recorded but 
the financial incentive is 
far greater than the $2,000 
maximum reward Crime 
Stoppers offers. 

The unsolved crimes, 
dating back as far as 1955, 
include fatal shootings, 
stabbings and suspicious 
missing persons cases. 
When the program was 
launched in 2006, the 
reward was $50,000. That 
tripled in 2008.

Robert Thomas Crowe is 
once again behind bars af¬ 
ter the convicted sex of¬ 
fender was set free by a 
paperwork mix-up last 
week. 

Crowe, 22, was arrested 
on June 29 and charged 


with the sexual assault of 
an 18-year-old Dartmouth 
woman. He also faced 
charges of anal intercourse 
without consent and 
breach of probation. 

Crowe was set to appear 
in a Dartmouth court for a 
bail hearing last Monday. A 
human error, however, led 
to his name not being in¬ 
cluded on a court transfer 


document. 

Because the order to 
hold Crowe in prison ex¬ 
pired that day, Judge Brian 
Gibson ruled he did not 
have authority to keep 
him behind bars. 

Police laid new charges 
and re-arrested Crowe. In 
addition to the previous 
charges, he now faces 
charges of sexual assault 


causing bodily harm, 
forcible confinement, and 
robbeiy. Crowe was arrest¬ 
ed without incident, ap¬ 
pearing before a 
Dartmouth provincial 
court on Friday. Police 
spokesperson Const. Brian 
Palme ter said the new 
charges were the result of 
police consultations with 
the victim.

A 29-year old man is in po¬ 
lice custody after an at¬ 
tempted murder in 
Dartmouth on Thursday. 

Halifax Regional Police 
responded to a weapons 
call at a Primrose Street res¬ 
idence just after 7 p.m. on 
Thursday. 

When police entered the 
residence, they found the 


victim, a woman in her 
mid-20s, with her throat 
cut. 

Police allege that a man 
known to the victim com¬ 
mitted the deed. 

The suspect fled the 
scene prior to police arrival, 
but was found by police a 
short time later. He is cur¬ 
rently in police custody. 

HRP spokesperson Sgt. 
Kevin McNeil could not dis¬ 
close many details of the 
case, such as the relation¬ 


ship between the suspect 
and the victim or the time 
elapsed between respond¬ 
ing to the call and arresting 
the suspect, pending 
charges being formally 
sworn in today. 

He did confirm, howev¬ 
er, that it appears the vic¬ 
tim will survive. 

Originally it was report¬ 
ed that it was non-life 
threatening injuries, and 
that is still current, said Mc¬ 
Neil.

Former MPP 

‘deeply 

concerned’ 

EXPENSE SCANDAL. Russell 
MacKinnon, a former 
Liberal cabinet minister, 
says he is “deeply 
concerned” over a re 
cent media report link¬ 
ing him to Nova Scotia’s 
legislative expense scan¬ 
dal. MacKinnon said in a 
release yesterday that he 
“has never received a 
complaint from any con¬ 
stituent, former employ¬ 
ee, the Office of the 
Speaker, the auditor 
general, the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Mounted Police or 
any other policing 
agency.” 

The former member 
for Cape Breton West 
said the only suggestion 
of a problem came last 
week in the form of a 
question from a reporter 
for the Halifax Chronicle 
Herald. 

Citing anonymous 
sources, the newspaper 
reported Saturday that 
MacKinnon is one of the 
six current or former 
provincial politicians 
whose expense files 
were sent by auditor 
general Jacques Lapointe 
to the RCMP after a 
forensic audit.

The militaiy has launched a 
purge of its classroom mate¬ 
rials after several offensive 
cartoons, including some 
featuring women in degrad¬ 
ing sexual situations, were 
used in courses for soldiers 
headed to Afghanistan. 

These and other illustra¬ 
tions are sprinkled through 
Canadian Forces training 
materials obtained by The 
Canadian Press under the 
Access to Information Act. 

The manuals, Power¬ 
Point presentations and oth¬ 
er classroom materials were 
created by the defence acad¬ 
emy to instruct trainers giv¬ 
ing courses in “Conduct 
After Capture.” 

The three-weelc courses, 
which inform soldiers about 
how to behave if captured 
by the enemy, have been of¬ 
fered since 2007 and are 
mandatoiy for those deploy¬ 
ing to Afghanistan.

‘Barefoot bandit’ finally nabbed in Bahamas 


The teenage “Barefoot Ban¬ 
dit” who allegedly stole 
cars, boats and airplanes to 
dodge U.S. law enforcement 
was nabbed yesterday as he 
tried to make a water es¬ 
cape then brought hand¬ 
cuffed — and shoeless — to 
the capital to face justice, 
abruptly ending his two- 
year life on the lam. 

Colton Harris-Moore was 
arrested before dawn in 
northern Eleuthera, said 
Sgt. Chrislyn Skippings, a 
spokeswoman for the Royal 


Bahamas Police Force. A 
contingent of high-ranking 
officers travelled to the is¬ 
land and took the suspect 
to Nassau, the country’s 
capital, where he faces pos¬ 
sible extradition to the 
United States. 

True to his nickname, 
the 19-year-old suspect was 
barefoot as he stepped off 
the plane. He kept his head 
down and ignored ques¬ 
tions shouted by reporters. 
Escorted by six police cars 
and SUVs, the teen had

close-shorn hair and wore 
short camouflage cargo 
pants, a white long-sleeved 
shirt and a bulletproof vest. 

Island police had been 
searching for the wily fugi¬ 
tive since he allegedly 
crash-landed a stolen plane 
a week ago on nearby Great 
Abaco Island, where he was 
blamed for a string of at 
least seven break-ins.

The $9.9 billion US aid for 
Haiti comes at the tail of 
an unprecedented aid ef¬ 
fort after the earthquake, 
where organizations like 
Doctors Without Borders 
played an important role. 

As independent organi¬ 
zations, these groups 
won’t receive any funds 
from the $9.9 billion re¬ 
construction package. 

UN Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-Moon promised 
that the unprecedented 
humanitarian interven¬ 
tion will be monitored by 
a Internet-based tracking 
system. 

In addition, Haitian 
President Rene Garcia Pre- 
val and former U.S. presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton head a 
commission charged with 
ensuring that the funds 
are well-spent. 

“There has been cor¬ 
ruption and waste of 
money, particularly in the 
distribution of food,” said 
Marilyn Allen, head of 
Transparency Internation¬ 
al’s Haiti chapter. 



“But it’s very difficult 
to track because there’s 
no official monitoring of 
how much money has 
been received. 

“USAID has been exem¬ 
plary on publishing which 
organizations it has given 
money to, and for what.

When United Nations Sec¬ 
retary-General Ban Ki-

The $5.3 billion is the to¬ 
tal international pledges to 
Haiti over the next two 
years. After the two-year pe¬ 
riod, Haiti will receive an¬ 
other $4.6 billion. 

At a New York confer¬ 


ence last month, the U.S., 
the EU, the World Bank and 
other major international 
entities co-ordinated their 
aid effort to the quake- 
stricken country for the 
next several years. 

But Haiti’s needs won’t 
end with that. 


“A decade is the first 
stage of aid to Haiti”, says 
Mark Schneider, senior vice- 
president at the Interna¬ 
tional Crisis Group. 

“A generation is the sec¬ 
ond stage.”

Work on a new cap for the 
gushing oil leak in the Gulf 
of Mexico has outpaced of¬ 
ficials’ expectations so far, 
with robotic submarines 
completing most of the re¬ 
moval work necessaiy on 
the broken well. 

Overnight, a top flange 
on the leaking well was re¬ 
moved. 

That equipment has to 
make way for a new flange 
spool, a piece that will con¬ 
nect the new cap to the 
well. 

The old cap, which al¬ 
lowed some oil to keep 
pouring into the Gulf, 
came off Saturday. That al-

lowed millions of litres of 
oil to pour almost unim¬ 
peded into the water, but 


officials say the new cap 
will form a perfect seal. 

British Petroleum and 
the coast guard hope the 
work can be done within 
three to six days. If tests 
show it can withstand the 
pressure of the oil and is 
working, the Gulf region 
could get its most signifi¬ 
cant piece of good news 
since the April 20 explo¬ 
sion on the BP-leased 
Deepwater Horizon rig, 
which killed 11 workers. 

It would be only a tem¬ 
porary solution to the ca¬ 
tastrophe the U.S. 
estimates has poured be¬ 
tween 330 million litres 


and 650 million litres of oil 
into the Gulf as of Satur¬ 
day. 

Hope for permanently 
plugging the leak lies with 
two relief wells, the first of 
which should be finished 
by mid-August. 

The plan didn’t inspire 
confidence in the residents 
of the oil-slicked coast. 

“This is probably the 
sixth or seventh method 
they’ve tried, so, no, I’m 
not optimistic,” said 
Deano Bonano, director of 
emergency preparedness 
for Jefferson Parish in New 
Orleans.

The two-minute clip of Mel 
Gibson using a racial slur 
and calling his ex-girlfriend 
a “whore” during an argu¬ 
ment are unlikely to be the 
last ugly words the public 
hears from the actor. 

RadarOnline.com, the 
celebrity website that post¬ 
ed the recording Friday, 
says there’s more where 
that came from. 

For 10 days, the site has 
posted written transcripts 
of secret recordings it said 
Gibson’s former girlfriend, 
Russian singer Oksana Grig¬ 
orieva, had made. The snip¬ 
pet released Friday is the 
first audio of the confronta¬ 
tions that have been aired. 

The clip includes seg¬ 
ments in which a voice that 
sounds distinctly like the 
Academy Award winner is 
heard telling Grigorieva 
that she is dressing too 
provocatively and that it 
would be her fault if she 
were raped. He uses the N- 
word, a racial epithet, at 
one point. The recording is 
laced with his profanity.

O Orange-Scented Eggplant and Couscous Rolls: Can be 
prepared up to two days in advance, covered and refrigerated. 


Ingredients: 

• 1 large eggplant (about 
500 g/1 lb) 

• 45 ml (3 Tbsp) extra-virgin 
olive oil, divided 

• 2 oranges 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) cinnamon 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) ground car¬ 
damom 

• 15 ml (1 Tbsp) apple cider 
vinegar 

• 250 ml (1 cup) water 

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) couscous 

• 500 ml (2 cups) crumbled 
feta cheese, divided 

• 60 ml (4 Tbsp) chopped 
flat-leaf parsley, divided 

• Ground black pepper, to 
taste 

• 250 ml (1 cup) prepared 
marinara sauce 


Preparation: 

Heat oven to 220 C (425 
F). Coat a baking sheet 
with cooking spray. You 
may need 2 baking 
sheets. 

2 Trim both ends of the 
eggplant. Standing the 
eggplant on end, slice it 


lengthwise into slices 
0.75 cm ( 1/3 inch) thick. 
Discard the end slices of 
skin. 

3 Arrange slices on 

prepared baking sheets 
and brush with 30 ml (2 
tbsp) of the olive oil. 
Bake until lightly 
browned on the under¬ 
sides, about 10 minutes. 
Turn slices and continue 
baking until second 
sides are lightly 
browned and flesh is 
tender, 10 to 15 minutes 
longer. 

Meanwhile, to make fill¬ 
ing, grate zest of half an 
orange, then juice both 
oranges. Transfer zest 
and juice to a medium 
saucepan. Add 
cinnamon, cardamom, 
apple cider vinegar, re¬ 
maining 15 ml (1 tbsp) 
olive oil and water. 

Bring to a boil. Stir in 
couscous and remove 
pan from heat. Cover 
and let stand until liquid 
is absorbed, about 5 


minutes. 

5 Uncover couscous and 
fluff with a fork, then let 
cool. Stir in 375 ml (1 
1/2 cups) of the feta and 
45 ml (3 Tbsp) of the 
parsley. Season with 
pepper. 

6 Coat a 3-1 (9-by-i3-inch) 
baking dish with cook¬ 
ing spray. Place about 
50 ml ( 1/4 cup) of the 
couscous mixture at one 
end of each eggplant 
slice. Pressing with your 
fingers to compact the 
filling, roll up each slice 
and transfer them, 
seam-side down, to pre¬ 
pared dish. 

7 In a saucepan, heat 
marinara sauce. Drizzle 
marinara sauce over 
rolls. Cover dish tightly 
with foil and bake until 
rolls are heated through 
and sauce is bubbling, 
about 15 minutes. Sprin¬ 
kle with feta and parsley 
just before serving.

The average Canadian 
emits about 24 tonnes of 
C02 per year. Many are 
working to reduce their car¬ 
bon footprint, but conserva¬ 


tion, commuting and other 
changes only go so far. 

That’s where carbon off¬ 
sets come in. They allow 
you to pay — between $20 
and $30 per tonne — for 
the carbon you emit. 
There’s no financial return, 
but the money directly 


funds new technological 
breakthroughs that can 
clean up the atmosphere 
for eveiyone. Here are the 
basics of carbon offsetting: 

How do carbon 
offsets work? 

“You can purchase car¬ 
bon offsets, and we then in¬ 
vest that money in clean 
technology projects,” says 
Kari Grist, senior vice presi¬ 
dent of marketing for Off- 
setters, a private, for-profit 
company specializing in 
the carbon market. “If an 
organization like Group 
Aeroplan wants to be car¬ 
bon-neutral — and they are 
— we have projects that sell 
carbon credits to us, which 
we then, in turn, sell to 
Group Aeroplan.” 

Who collects 
the money? 

Offsetters is one of sever¬ 
al companies offering car¬ 
bon offsets. They also do 
extensive research to en¬ 
sure the new technologies 
they fund really will reduce 
Canada’s extensive carbon 
footprint. 


Know your city 


► Fund Carbon offsets were 
front and centre when No¬ 
va Scotia celebrated the 
40th anniversary of Earth 
Day. The provincial 
government recently intro¬ 
duced legislation to create 
a new and voluntary 
carbon offset fund to help 
reduce greenhouse gases. 

“We take the funds, and 
give it to organizations that 
implement the new tech¬ 
nology,” Grist says. 

“Often, these organiza¬ 
tions can’t fund a new tech¬ 
nology on their own.” 

Where does the 
money go? 

“For it to be a high-quali¬ 
ty offset credit, there are 
standards that (a project) 
has to adhere to,” Grist ex¬ 
plains. “One is that the off¬ 
set is real and permanent - 
measured by third-party 
validators.”

“Taking control of your 
finances means a little 
upfront planning with a 
budget,” says Kavita 
Joshi, director of Student 
Markets at RBC. 


Detailed below are four 
essential tax tips for post 
secondary students of¬ 
fered by the Certified 
General Accountants of 
Ontario pertaining to tu¬ 
ition fees and education 
credits: 

Full-time students may 
claim a federal credit of 
15 per cent of their eligi¬ 
ble tuition fees, plus an 
education credit of 15 per 
cent of $400 per month in 
2010. Students registered 
to attend part-time stud¬ 
ies may also claim the tu¬ 
ition fee credit of 15 per 
cent of eligible fees; in ad¬ 
dition, they may deduct 
$120 a month toward the 
15 per cent federal educa¬ 
tion tax credit. 

Students with disabili¬ 
ties may be enrolled part- 
time to qualify for a 
full-time credit. Individu¬ 
als with disabilities who 
are enrolled in approved 
Human Resources and 
Skills Development Cana¬ 
da (HRSDC) or equivalent 
provincial/territorial-ap¬ 
proved training programs 


► Joshi recommends 
students use tools like 
RBC's Better Student Life 
website (to learn about 
money management), 
and Student Budget 
Check (to calculate what 
you can spend to get 
through the school year).

► She also notes that you 
should decide when and 
how to take on debt 
— if you have some 
student debt, consider 
the level you're comfort¬ 
able with, and how it in¬ 
fluences your spending 
decisions.

Spryfield was founded 
around 1770 by Captain 
William Spry. He bought a 
parcel of land on the west¬ 
ern frontier of the new 
city of Halifax and made it 
his home, with the help of 
a few soldiers. 

Spry left his field and 
returned to England in 
1783, but he left behind 
his name and a strong 
agricultural, outdoorsy 
tradition that makes the 
area worth a visit today. 

While pavement and 
concrete had pretty much 
buried the community’s 
farming roots by 1996,

that didn’t stop resident 
Michele Raymond from 
dreaming of an urban-gar¬ 
dening rebirth. 

She pitched the idea of 
forming the Urban Farm 
Museum Society, an active 
farm that could preserve 
and display the communi¬ 
ty's agricultural heritage. 

With community sup¬ 
port Raymond, who is 
now the area’s MLA, final¬ 
ly made it happen in 1998. 

The UFMS is a working 
farm that produces food, 
teaches people about 
farming and deepens 
Spryfield’s famous sense 
of community. 

Visitors can check out 
the farm tucked in 
amongst a grove of trees 
on the Kidston’s tradition¬ 
al farm field at the corner 
of Roclcingstone Road and 
Ardwell Avenue. You can 
reach them via urban- 
farmspryfield.com. 

The Mi’kmaq, who 
lived in the area now 
called Spryfield for thou¬ 


sands of years, hunted and 
fished at Long Lake, acces¬ 
sible along Old Sambro 
Road. Today it’s a popular 
swimming spot, and a 
place to paddle a canoe or 
kayak. With limited ac¬ 
cess (the other main entry 


point is across the lake on 
St. Margerets Bay Road), 
there are rarely any mo¬ 
torized boats in the lake, 
making for a quiet break 
from the city. 

For a quick and deli¬ 
cious meal, grab a slice at 


Thornhill Pizza at 407 
Herring Cove Road. 

The eatery has been in 
the same spot for more 
than 30 years, serving up 
donairs, pizza, lasagna, 
seafood and hot sandwich¬ 
es.

Adams. “Don’t believe 
what you read, don’t be¬ 
lieve what you hear.” 

He encourages those 
people who have doubts 
about doing in business to 
talk to people who live and 
work in Spiyfield, as well 
as those who operate busi¬ 
nesses there.

The Spiy- 
field operation, which 
covers residents of Herring 
Cove Road from Princeton 
Avenue to Cowie Hill, is the 
first in HRM.

Program director Kevin 
Young says they are register¬ 
ing students now.

He says area statistics for 
2003 to 2006 show students 
slated to graduate by 2009 
had a drop-out rate of 46 per 
cent.

are going to be lower.” 

Pathways to Education 
says in other areas it has op¬ 
erated, high school dropout 
rates have fallen from 56 
per cent to 12 per cent. 

Young says the free pro¬ 
gram is open to eveiy stu¬ 
dent in the area who is 
entering Grade 9 and who 
might be at risk of not com¬ 
pleting school.

Spryfield also has a 
rink, the Spryfield Lions 
Rink. Attached to it is a 
recreation centre, which 
can be used for a variety 
of purposes. 

“It’s nearly full size for 
basketball,” says Adams. 
"... But you can play ball 


hockey, badminton, vol¬ 
leyball... and I know the 
Majorette cheerleaders all 
practice in there.” 

For the bowling enthu¬ 
siast, the Spryfield 
Bowlarama offers open 
lanes, league play and 
bumper bowling, but cos¬ 
mic bowling on Friday 
and Saturday nights is a 
popular option. 

“It’s black lights and 
disco lights and music,” 


says employee Sherri Mer¬ 
ritt. 

“We have a lot of 
things that glow on the 
walls and those light up,” 
she adds. “The carpet in 
the arcade is a glow car¬ 
pet, so it lights up. It gives 
it a pretty neat effect.” 

The arcade has redemp¬ 
tion games, meaning play¬ 
ers get tickets for playing 
and then can redeem 
those tickets for prizes.

Did you know? 


► Spryfield's history dates 
back to between 1766 and 
1771 when nine adjacent 
500-acre lots were granted 
to Europeans of German 
descent who were estab¬ 
lished in the Halifax area. 
The lots were known as 
Leiblin Manor and were 
named after Henry Leiblin, 
one of the grantees. 

► In 1848, Long Lake became 
the water source for Hali¬ 
fax and remained part of 
the watershed until 1966. 

► After the Second World 
War, the population of 
Spryfield grew dramatical¬ 
ly as inexpensive land 
drew more and more peo¬ 
ple to the area.

Edward Jost Child Care Legacy Award 


E ven though the Edward Jost 
Children's Centre is celebrating 
its 100th anniversary this year, 
its roots of educating young people 
go back almost 150 years. 

In 1868, the Jost Mission was established on 
Brunswick Street (across from the Old Town 
Clock) by Edward Jost at his own expense. 
One of its main purposes was the education 
of young women and children. 


Mission Day care. It changed its name to the 
Edward Jost Children's Centre and its present- 
day facility at 7 Mont Street in Spryfield was 
also constructed. 

Last year was another monumental year for the 
Centre. It was approved for a $1.5 million 
facility expansion. This facility will be housed 
adjacent to the existing location. Construction 
of the new facility is expected to start in 
September and the plan is for it to open in 
May 2011. 


As a port of its 100th anniversary 
celebrations , the Edward Jost 
Children's Centre has created the 
Edward Jost Child Care Legacy 
Award. This award recognizes the 
efforts and dedication of its 
nominees who have worked hard to 


families in their communities and 
improve the child care sector in 
Nova Scotia. Nominees for the 
award can include child care 
centres , individuals, practitioners 
and associations. The first recipient 
of the award is the Jost Mission 




provide services to children and Trustees. 


Edward Jost Children's Centre 


Feeling it was important to support working, 
single, low income mothers, the Jost Mission 
Church provided child care to these ladies 
while they worked. The caretakers were 
originally volunteers who came from a variety 
of churches in the Halifax area. 

In 1910, a nursery school and after school 
program was opened, creating the first 
documented day care centre in Nova Scotia. 

The day care remained at the Brunswick Street 
location until 1978. At this time, the facility 
was sold to make room for the Halifax Metro 
Centre and moved to the Bethany United 
Church on Joseph Howe Drive. 

In 1988, the day care became incorporated 
as a non-profit centre. 

The following year was a big year for the Jost 


The new facility will allow 
the Centre to more than 
double its capacity of 
children.

T he Edward Jost Children's Centre is a 
leader in Early Childhood Education 
and one of the reasons is its 
commitment to inclusion. This means all 
children are welcome at the Centre. There is 
also an Inclusion Coordinator whose job is 
to make sure that all children get the care 
they deserve. 

"She can work with anybody that might need 
that extra little bit of help," says Kelly 
Arsenault, the Assistant Director of the Centre. 

This inclusion also exposes the children to 
different cultures and children with special 
needs. 

"It teaches them empathy, tolerance and 
acceptance," says Arsenault. 

"Our goal is to provide a nurturing caring 
environment that is focused on the children. 
Children who feel secure have a greater 
opportunity to grow and develop at their own 
pace." 

With its emergent curriculum which balances 
activities chosen by the children and supported 
by the teacher, the children are fully engaged 
in the learning process and are challenged. 

"Children need to be challenged and moved 
up to the next level," says Arsenault. "Here, 
they are constantly challenged." 

"You must remember that it is the children's 
journey and that the teachers are there to 
guide them along their way," she adds. 

The Centre is currently open to toddlers and 
preschoolers between the ages of 1 8 months 
and five years. 

Some of the neater aspects of the curriculum 
are that sign language is taught to all of the 
children and children also study French and 
do gymnastics and yoga. 

The Centre also provides learning 
opportunities outside of the facility, including 
field trips to museums and senior centres. 

"Having a variety of experiences sets them on 
the right track," says Kathleen Couture, the 
Executive Director of the Centre. 

As a non-profit centre governed by a Board of 
Directors, 100 per cent of the revenue is used 
for the children, facility and staff, ensuring the 
number one priority is the quality education of 
the children. 

The staff is highly trained and most have 
completed training programs in Early 


Childhood Education. The staff is also highly 
experienced as most staffers have extensive 
experience in the industry and some 
employees have worked at the Centre for 
20 years. 

"They're a phenomenal group of people," 
says Arsenault. 

The staff has a very strong bond with the 
children and their families. 

"The families appreciate us as a centre, as an 
educational facility and as an extended 
family," says Couture. 

The facility itself was designed for use as an 
early childhood education facility when it was 
built in 1989. The bright and sunny facility 
features spacious rooms as well as access 
to two outdoor enclosed play areas. In 
every room, there are areas for sand and 
water play. 

The Centre's motto is "Today's Children are 
Tomorrow's Future" and they believe in helping 
to provide the best possible future for 
everyone. They all firmly believe that every 
child has the chance to become Prime Minister 
one day.

The record seven-time 
champion wrote off his 
chances of victoiy in his 
13th and last Tour, sig¬ 
nalling the beginning of the 
end of one of the most cele¬ 
brated and controversial ca¬ 
reers in cycling history. 

The 38-year-old Texan’s 
hopes for yet another title 
were dashed yesterday after 
he got caught in three 
crashes — one of which 
brought him down — and 
struggled to keep up during 
two tough climbs in Stage 
8, the race’s first foray into 
the Alps.
